Eternal  Law 
To  Dominate 
Says  Apostle 

“The  law  of  chastity  will  still 
be  dominant  even  when  the  stars 
and  moon  cease  to  shine,’’  said 
Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball,  of  the 
Council  of  Twelve  Apostles,  at 
the  first  Devotional  Assembly  of 
the  new  year. 

IN  HIS  ADDRESS  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  Elder  Kimball  em- 
phasized that  all  across  the  world 
toleration  for  sin  is  terrifying. 

“The  function  of  the  General 
Authorities  is  to  issue  warnings,’’ 
the  Church  Leader  told  his  lis- 
teners, then  stated  that  the 
Church  does  not  justify  any  form 
of  fornication  or  perversions. 

HE  SAID  “We  ‘moderns’  must 
do  the  same  as  Peter  and  Paul  of 
old  in  talking  about  the  ‘unmen- 
tionables’, although  is  is  unpleas- 
ant”. 

“Wealth  lost  can  again  be  ac- 
cumulated . . . health  lost  can  be 
regained  . . . even  liberty  lost  can 
be  fought  for  and  restored  . . . 
but  virtue  stolen  is  gone,”  he 
said. 

THE  CHURCH  LEADER  stres- 
sed that  “rnarriage  is  for  eternity 
but  fornication  is  only  for  now”, 
and  “eventually  one  must  face 
himself  and  God.” 

‘There  is  a time  and  appropria- 
teness for  all  things  of  value.  If 
you  know  the  standards  of  the 
Church  and  break  them,  that’s 
your  responsibility:  if  you  have 
not  been  taught,  that’s  our  fault,” 
Elder  Kimball  said. 

“They  that  do  these  things  shall 
not  inherit  the  Kingdom  Of  God.” 
he  said. 


Done  in  a non-representational 
setting,  Barrie  Stavis’  Lamp  at 
Slidniglit  is  one  in  a series  of 
plays  on  the  lives  of  men  who 
hav^e  been  the  catalyst  of  their 
times;  who  have  by  their  social 
awareness  ushered  in  new  and 
frequently  drastic  changes  in  the 
existing  social  order. 

In  Lamp  at  Midnight  Sta^s 
dramatizes  the  life  of  Galileo 
Galiliei,  who  he  feels  was  (along 
with  the  other  main  characters 
in  tills  series  of  plays)  put  on 
trial  for  his  thoughts  and  deeds; 
found  guilty  and  punished:  and 
his  very  ideas  and  acts  achieved 
his  vindication  by  later  genera- 
tions. 

THROUGHOUT  THE  play  he 
tries  to  stress  that  in  life  people 
should  search  for  truth  without 
fear  of  the  consequences,  because 
truth  is  the  most  important  truth. 

In  the  play  he  states  that  truth 
is  like  an  underground  stream 
that  cannot  be  stopped  up,  but 
must  someday  rise  to  the  surface. 

WITH  ARISTOPHANES,  he 
seeks  to  banish  the  “little  man 
and  woman  affair”  from  the 
stage  and  to  replace  it  with  plays 


Visit  America  . . . 


LBJ  Invites 
Soviet  Heads 

WASHINGTON,  (AP)— U.  S. 
officials  are  looking  for  a favor- 
able Soviet  response  to  President 
Johnson’s  invitation  to  Kremlin 
leaders  to  visit  America.  Johnson 
might  go  to  Russia,  but  seems 
likely  to  travel  first  to  Western 
Europe  and  Latin  America. 

Administration  sources  emp- 
hasized Tuesday  that  no  specific 
presidential  trips  abroad  are  yet 
scheduled,  nor  have  specific  in- 
vitations been  solcited  or  received. 
This  groundwork  is  to  be  laid  in 
the  weeks  ahead. 

Johnson  raised  the  top  level 
visit  prospect  in  a surprise  pass- 
age in  his  State  of  The  Union 
Message  Monday  night.  The 
president  voiced  hope  that: 

“The  new  Soviet  leaders  can 
\isit  America  so  they  can  learn 
about  this  country  at  first  hand,” 
and  Johnson  will  visit  “some  of 
our  friends”  in  Europe  and  Latin 
America  during  1965. 

Administration  authorities  said 
this  amounted  to  a general  ex- 
pression of  interest  by  Johnson 
in  undertaking  the  visits,  rather 
than  a specific  plan  at  this  time. 
They  noted  that  in  his  first  year 
in  office  following  President 
John  F.  Kennedy’s  death,  John- 
son had  foregone  any  foreign 
travel  on  grounds  there  was  no 
vice  president  at  home  to  step  in 
should  something  happen  to  him 
abroad. 

Last  night’s  presidential  de- 
claration of  travel-readiness  is 
expected  to  bring  in  speedy  invit- 
ations from  European  and  Latin 
American  allies.  Scheduling  will 
be  the  main  problem  here. 

It  is  believed  that  Johnson 
would  particularly  like  to  stop 
at  the  big  four  NATO  capitals — 
London,  Paris,  Bonn  and  Rome. 

Aides  let  it  be  known  that 
Johnson  would  see  President 
Charles  De  Gaulle  in  PYance 
without  insisting  that  De  Gaulle 
first  come  to  the  United  States 
agin.  The  British,  German  and 
Italian  leaders  have  been  here  "re- 
cently. 


which  explore  ideas  with  such 
force  and  clarity  as  to  raise  them 
to  the  level  of  passion.

COMPLIMENTING  the  BYU 
facilities  Stavis  felt  that  there 
were  not  20  such  facilities  in  the 
world  that  would  match  BYU’s 
and  not  10  others  in  the  U.S.  But 
he  added  “no  facilitiy  would  be 
complete  without  a staff  and  ad- 
ministration” and  in  this  area 
BYU  is  very  fortunate.  Dr.  Han- 
sen is  an  important  figure  in 
American  Drama  and  all  students 
should  feel  very  appreciative  to 
have  him  as  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment, Stavis  commented.

Alien  Address  Reports 
Required  During  January 


Joe  D.  Lowrie,  Officer  in 
Charge  of  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  in  Salt 
Lake  City  Wednesday  advised 
that  the  annual  alien  address  re- 
port program  is  under  way  once 
again. 

THK  IMMIGRATION  and  Na- 
tionality Act  requires  that  aliens 
in  the  United  States  on  Jan.  1 
each  year,  shall  report  their  ad- 
dress during  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary. This  is  required  even 
though  the  alien  has  not  changed 
his  address  since  the  last  report. 

BYU  students  who  are  effected 
by  the  Immigration  Laws  of  the 
U.S.  are  reminded  that  the  ad- 
dress reports  are  required  by  law 
and  willful  failure  to  comply 
with  these  requirements  may  lead 
to  serious  consequences. 

AN  ALIEN  REQUIRED  to  re- 
port his  address  who  willfully  or 
inexcusably  fails  to  report  is 
liable  to  be  taken  into  custody 
and  deported.  Any  such  alien  may 
be  fined  or  imprisoned  before  de- 
portation. 

Forms  with  which  to  make  the 
reports  are  available  at  BYU 
Post  Office  or  at  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service  Off- 
ices in  Salt  Lake  City. 

WHEN  THE  ALIEN  has  filled 


in  all  the  items  he  should  sign 
the  card  and  give  it  to  an  em- 
ployee in  anj'  Post  Office  or  Im- 
migration and  Naturalization  Of- 
fice. Do  not  mail  or  fold  the  card. 

Lowrie  added  that  trained  per- 
sonnel will  be  on  hand  in  all  off- 
ices of  the  Immigration  service  to 
answer  any  questions  the  report- 
ing aliens  may  have  regarding 
immigration  and  naturalization 
matters. 

However,  sufficiently  trained 
personnel  will  not  be  available  to 
furnish  this  assistance  in  the  Post 
Offices,  Lowrie  said.

His  children  would  cheer 
him  on  and  assist  by  telling  him 
which  pips  were  still  standng 
after  the  first  roll.

Said  Gilman,  “Here  was  living 
proof  that. 


I was  happy  to  read  the  com- 
ments of  Peggy  Black,  Peggy 
Gardner  and  Richard  Ricks  and 
I agree  that  there  are  many  in- 
justices in  the  present  grading- 
on-the-curve  system.  I,  with 
them,  would  like  to  see  some  re- 
forms. I,  too,  have  experienced 
the  blunt  end  of  unjust  grading. 

A professor  I once  had,  by  the 
nature  of  his  attitude  and  style 
of  lecture,  frightened  eveyone  out 
of  his  class  except  those  who 
were  willing  to  work  hard.  After 
the  first  test  I was  confident  that 
I had  done  well,  knowing  that 
comparable  effort  in  other  class- 
es had  brought  me  a “A.” 

To  my  dismay,  along  with  a 
large  majority  of  the  class,  I re- 
cieved  a “C”  grade.  The  professor 
reasoned  that  since  all  test  papers 
were  of  the  approximate  caliber 
that  they  were  all  average.  To 
me,  this  is  injustice. 

Another  bad  situation  is  the 


teacher  of  a small  upper-division 
class  who  insists  on  grading  on 
the  curve.  It  seems  to  me,  al- 
though it  may  not  be  valid,  thaf 
those  who  have  managed  to  be- 
come upperclassmen  have  become 
such  by  virtue  of  superior  effort 
and  willingness  to  work  harder 
than  average.  A safe /assumption 
is  that  the  GPA  of  an  upper-divis- 
ion class  is  considerably  higher 
than  that  of  a freshman  introduc- 
tory course.  Therefore,  it  seems 
unfair  to  grade  these  small  class- 
es on  the  same  basis  as  a large 
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I don’t  have  a simple  panacea 
either;  one  solution  has  already 
been  offered.  I,  too,  am  sure  there 
are  some  “bugs”  that  would 
have  to  be  ironed  out,  but  I 
would  like  to  see  some  action. 

A thought  is  that  an  instructor 
might  consider  the  percentage 
grade  before  assigning  a letter 
grade.  Mastery  of  90  per  cent  of 
the  material:  whether  or  not  the 
whole  class  achieves  it,  is  not 
average.

A thousand  times  a day  since 
last  Tuesday  evening  in  Okla- 
homa City’s  Municipal  Audi- 
torium people,  supposedly  inter- 
ested in  the  crusade  of  the  cur- 
rent BYU  basketball  team,  have 
been  asking  each  other  and  every- 
body what  happened  to  the  12  tall 
Cougars? 

ONE  ALMOST  acceptable  ex- 
planation is  that  there  was  an 
epidemic  across  the  country  of 
“rated”  teams  being  defeated.  Be- 
ginning in  the  East,  BYU’s  fri- 
ends, the  Wichita  Shockers  (var- 
iously ranked  first  or  second) 
turned  the  other  cheek  and  St. 
Joseph  slapped  a winning  blow 
76-69  and  rook  the  Quaker  City 
Tourney. 

The  next  night,  directly  to  the 
West,  another  friend,  the  Santa 
Clara  Broncos,  began  an  early 
New  Year’s  celebration  by  out 
lasting  their  third  or  fourth  rank- 
ed San  Francisco  neighbors  73-71. 

SO  WHAT?  SO,  come  Saturday 
night  in  New  York’s  Madison 
Square  Garden  the  St  John’s  Red- 
men  made  it  a clean  sweep  on  the 
hardwoods  finishing  ahead  of 
mighty  Michigan  75-74  when  the 
bells  tolled.
